of ihe salts can be evaporated in a dry at 
mosphere, it retains nearly all its feriili 
zing properties for ages. 
This dry cli 


mate is peculiar to the coast of Peru.— 
Guano coming from Chili or any othe 
quarter of the globe therefore cannot bt, 
30 good as the Peruvian.

THE STATE DEBT—A SINKING FUND. 


The State Debt of Pennsylvania is 


something rising forty-two millions of 
dollars. 
To meet the imerest of tins 


debt, and to meet the annual expenses of 
the improvements, the people pay, by 
taxes and otherwise, nearly or quite four 
millions of dollars annually ! This is an 
enormous sum. 
But the people have 


submitted to the burthen, in the hope 
thni it was not to last forever. 


Shall this hope be blasted ? This is 


a solemn question. 
It is for the people 


to answer and to settle the question.— 
They have no right to hope or expect 
that the Public Debt will be paid off, as 
long as they will submit to have the pub- 
lic moneys appropriated to new schemes 
of improvement. 
There will always be 


found men in the Legislature, who will 
ask for and demand enormous 
money to extend or complete 
favorite 


measures of improvement. 
This de- 


mand will be enforced by all the devices 
known to Legislative bodies—by threats 
and by persuasions ; and whoever are 
hardy enough to deny even the most in- 
iquitous requisition, will do it at their 
peril, and at the peril of their interests. 
"Stand and deliver!" is too frequently 
the language. 


We advert to this subject now, be- 


cause we have reason to believe that a 
scheme will be brought before the next 
Legislature, to appropriate the proceeds 
of a sinking fund, created by the act of 
the late session, to the extension of the 
improvements of the State—or rather to 
suspend the redemption of the State 
stocks for a certain number of years.— 
Almost the last act of the last session of 
the Legislature, was to suspend the can- 
cellation of Relief Notes, although by 
the very face of those notes they were 
to be redeemed long since, and the Peo- 
ple were taxed for that, purpose. 
What 


guarantee have the Tax-Payers that the 
Public Debt will ever be paid ? 
When 


the People pay taxes they have a right 
to know where the money goes. 


The revenue of the Commonwealth 


daring the current year, unless the pub- 
lic works should meet with some unto- 
ward accident, will exceed the expendi- 
tures nearly half a million of dollars.— 
This ought to go to extinguish the State 
Debt. 
But, alas 1 the year 1850 
will 


break upon us, probably 
without the 


payment of one dollar for this purpose, 
unless perchance a small sum shall be 
realized under the Specific Sinking Fund 
Act.

Among the troops Russia will bring 


into the field in her sortie upon Europe, 
says the N. Y. Sun,— if it shall happen 
— are those wild barbarians, the Cos- 
sacks of the Don. 
Inhabiting both banks 


of that noble river, they have for three 
hundred years formed a species of re- 
public in the very heart of the most iron 
despotism, owing allegiance really to no 
one, though held in obeyance by chiefs 
or hetmen nominated by the Emperor of 
Russia, who has taken these Cossacks 
under his protection, claiming from them 
in return the services of war. 


These Cossacks go into battle mount- 


ed on small, tough and fleet horses, arm- 
ed with a crooked sabre and long lance, 
and occasionally pistols and a carabine. 
They have no rules of discipline as sol- 
diers, and cannot be trusted in a strug- 
gle against cannon and bayonets, or a 
regular charge of regular troops. 
Their 


peculiar province is to hang on the flanks 
and rear of their foes, and harass them 
by constant irruptions against straggling 
bodies. 
They are "like the jackalls that 


follow the nobler animals of the forest, 
rapaciously picking and plundering that 
which they had not the courage openly 
to combat, nor the strength to slay. 


Russia will need all her Cossacks, if 


she plants her foot on any nation of Eu- 
rope. Even Turkey, backed 
by the 


Pacha of Egypt, will not oppose a mean 
front to the Northern Bear. 
Turkey 


can bring to the field 300,000 men, each 
and all inspired with the enthusiasm of 
a zeal to defend their altars and religion 
ffom a ferocious and merciless invader. 
The Turks, under the influence of reli- 
gious feelings, have ever proven them- 
selves valiant soldiers, and since the days 
when Saladin measured his scirnctar 
with the battle axe of Cccur de Lion, 
within sight of the sepulchre of Christ, 
there has ber.n no occasion more likely 
to rouse Turkish blood to its height, than 
this threatened invasion by Russia.
